Claim 6. (currently amended) A retrofittable power supply not requiring a wired ™nh 0 ^n tn *, 
external source of electrical power for use in a nor^eftable- personal computer eter.tmn,> devjcei 
comprising: 

means for housing the retrofittable power supply device, the means for housing having a form 
factor equal to that of a wired power supply device used in the non portable e lectronic device that the 
retrofittable power supply device is adapted to replace : 

means for generating power for use in the person al computer electronic device onmprfcinr,- 

self-contained, non ronowab l o liquid catalytic proton excha nge memhran* module fuel 
ceimeans for generating DC powe r and a water retention m»anc 
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means for converting the generated DC power to AC powe r for use in the personal 
computer electronc device or peripheral devices connected with th« p ersonal nomn l ,ter eiectronir: d fiV i^ - 
and 

means for outputting the AC powers

Claim 14. (hew) A retrbfittabie, wireless power supply as in Claim 1, wherein when the 
power supply ceases to be able to generate power due to depletion of a fuel for the fuel cell, the 
retrbfittabie power supply being either replaced with a secohd replacement retrofittable power supply 
having a fully charged fuel cell; or being removed from the personal computer, refilled with fuel and then 
replaced in the personal cbmputer. 

Claim 15. (new) A retrofittable, wireless power supply as in Claim 14, wherein the fuel 
comprises methanol. 

Claim 16. • (new) A retrbfittabie, wireless power supply as in Claim 6. wherein when the 
power supply ceases to be able to generate power due to depletion of a fuel for the fuel cell, , the 
retrbfittabie power supply being either replaced with a second replacement retrofittable power supply 
having a fully charged fuel cell; or being removed from the personal computer, refilled with fuel and then 
replaced in the personal cbmputer. 

Claim 17. (pew) A retrofittable, wireless power supply as in Claim 16, wherein the fuel 
comprises methanol. 
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
